How the people shouted 
and rejoiced! After the churches had 
reported then every state that was 
represented came on the platform 
in different groups and sang a song or 
made a talk. To say this convention 
was a success would be putting it mild.

The altar was packed with seekers 
every night. It is said twenty odd were 
saved and_ sanctified, twelve re- 
ceived the Hoiy Ghost and thirty-two 
came into the church. The North 
Dakota work is moving on with a 
steady pace. I tell you, these people 
are Church of Ged material. It seemed 
that the preachers were at their very 
best and were willing to go to the dif- 
ferent fields as Brother Walker direct- 
ed at the close of the Assembly.

And he is the 
head of the body, the church: who is 
the beginning, the firstborn from the 


dead; that in all things he might have 


the preeminence. For it pleased 
Father that in him should all 
dwell.”

Let us notice what the Church of 
God is. The Church of God is a_ cor- 
poration, to carry on certain religious 
rites and ceremonies: namely, the 
obeying or the Scriptures; and has the 
New Testament as its rules and by- 
laws to be governed by. Consequently, 
if we find something in the rules and 
by-laws which we have not known and 
practiced before, we are duty bound 
by our charter and our vows to the 
corporation to put it into’ practice. 

When we become a member of this 
corporation we take a_ proportionate 
share of its burdens, debts, cares, and 
consequently its joys and benefits. We 
are due a share of all its property 
holdings and we are also due to pay 
our share of its bills. Some one says, 
“I didn’t make these bills.” We méet 
at the Assembly every year to search 
out new subjects in our by-laws and 
to elect new directors for the ensuing 
year, or reelect the ones who have 
served before, and when we elect these 
directors we should support them with 
all we have until we find them incap- 
able, then we should call a meeting of 
the proper authorities at once and 
have them removed from office. You 
say, “I had nothing to do with electing 
Jim or John.” You had an equal voice 
with all others in the election and if 
you sit still and allow some one to be 
chosen who is not capable to officiate 
in the house of God, and you a mem- 
ber, you should be ashamed and hide 
| your face instead of grumbling. If you 
| met in a business corporation and 
| sOme one presented a man for an of- 
| ficial or director who you knew would 
not be the best for the best interest of 
| the business, you would present your 
objection at once. You say, “I haven't 
| Zot time to attend the Assemblies.” 
(1 have been one of those fellows.) If 
you were interested in a corporation 
dealing with the perishable man, and 
there was a meeting of the stockhold- 
©rs, you would be there “with bells 
on.” But you are not so diligent in the 
atfairs that have to do with the soul 
which is non perishable.

Now we have some idea of what the 
Church of God is. Let us see something 
about the organization of this corpora- 
uion. In business there are several 
kinds of organizations. There is what 


is known as the line type where all 
authority comes direct from the 
manager who is usually the owner. 


And there is a functional plan where 
there are foremen to carry out the or- 
ders of the manager. There are yet 
lots of other types, but what we want 
is the type most suited to our oc- 
casion.. You say, “What are you going 
to do, make the Church of God a busi- 
ness.” The writer of Romans said in 
the twelfth chap., and eleventh verse, 
“Not slothful in business; fervent in 
spirit; serving the Lord.” The most 
beautiful type of organization we have 
record of was Solomon’s temple which 
we admit is a type of the Church of 
God. The queen said she hadn’t heard 
the half about it. In Luke 16:8 Jesus 
said. “The children of this world are 
in their generation wiser than the 
children of light.” And He commended 
the unjust steward for having wisdom. 
I think we should be ashamed if we 
allow the children of this world to 
have more wisdom and better organiza- 
tion than we have. 1 Cor. 1:27 says, 
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“But God hath chosen the weak things 
of the world to confound the things 
which are mighty.’ The world 
on us as being weak, 


looks 
insignificant, 
and worthless, but 
if we will obey the Bible and _ the 
Spirit of Jesus, which we make such 


foolish, fanatical 


fzreat boasts of having in us, 
build up an organization 
confound the world. 

I am quite sure if there had 
been any business, Paul would not 
have mentioned it to the Romans. You 
say, ‘The Lord will lead me.” Heb. 13: 
17 says, “Obey them that hath the rule 
over you, and submit yourselves; for 
they watch for your souls, as_ they 
that must give account, that they may 
do it with joy, and not with grief: for 
that is unprofitable for you.” Now 1 
am sure if the Lord intended to lead 
you He would not put some one else 
over you. He will lead you, you are 
correct, but He will lead you as you 
yield yourself to His servant whom 
He has put over you. If you refuse to 
obey, you will find yourself in grief 
as the last clause in this verse says, 
It is unprofitable for you. Yes, we need 
orginization, and we have it, but I find 
lots of us who like to attend to our af- 
fairs, which is just the thing, but we 
don’t understand what our affairs are. 
Our affairs are the Chureh of God and 
let the other fellow’s affairs alone. 

Let’s go to the organization. In the 
great corporations of our country we 
have a president, We have one for the 
Church of God, who has no equal; 
namely, our Heavenly Father. There 
is a vice president. We have one, our 
elder brother, Jesus. There is a gener- 
al manager. We have one, the Holy 
Ghost who directs our minds (when 
we allow Him). There are territorial 
managers. We have a good one, Bro. 
Latimer. There are state distributors. 
We have a good one for Florida, Bro. 
R. P. Johnson. There are district 
managers. We have a good one over 
our district, Brother Rumler. There 
are store managers. Brother Jesse 
Danehower (our pastor) is proving to 
be a good one for us. There is a secre- 
tary. Ours is fine, Brother Boehmer. 
The stores nave clerks, solicitors, 
bookkeepers, stenographers, etc. We 
have ours. Most firms nowadays have 
men who travel over the country, mak- 
ing friends for the company. Brother 
Latimer fills a double responsibility in 
that, and Brother Walker helps him 
when school is over. You say, “Ah, 
you are getting more like the world.” 
No, let’s overcome the world and 
build up an organization that will con. 
found them. If one of our automobile 
shops wants a man. they want an ex- 
pert and they have a school to train

him. We have ours and are going to 
make it worth while. You say, “The 


Lord will teach me.” Yes, if you will 
let him, but Paul told Timothy to 
study. The Woolworth company, 
(which has made such remarkable suc- 
cess with smaljl sales, on a small mar- 
gin), when a man goes to work with 
them, if he wants to be a 

they give him three years’ 

During that three years they 
him. They have the manager of the 
store where he is employed to 
report on him and they have a_ dis- 
trict manager to go around and talk to 
him without making himself known. 
They put responsibility on him and if 
he is able to bear it, they add more. 
But if he is not able to take responsi- 
bility, which some men’s makeup will 
not allow, they do not let him gO on 
expecting to some day be a manager. 
They call him in and tell him that 
they find he is not made up right to be 
a manager and if he cares to look for 
a position where there is a chance for 
advancement in another field, he has 
their well wishes. But if he cares to 
remain a clerk, he has a permanent 
job. I surely hope none of our folks 
will want to quit their company be- 
cause the president didn’t qualify 
them for a manager. The railroad 
companies train their engineers and 
conductors for years and years. I find 
some of the best men we have today 
were trained under the leadership of

When we got Soviet rule I 
was released; I then returned to Rus- 
sia, became a Communist, and was 
given almost unlimited power. Again 
I revelled in murdering men, and now 
I had authority to do so. Legally or 
illegally, I have taken away the lives 
of more men tha». there are people 
now in this hall.” 


Again we hear from those who have 
been there, given us by the editor of 
the “Pentecostal Evangel.” “Commun- 
ism produces agitation and _ revolt 
among all tribes and people —. It ex- 
alts everything that is vicious, un- 
principled, and degrading; the most 
abandoned scum of society make up 
the leadership of communism, and in 
due time it will give birth to, or bring 
up from the depth of human sea, the 
most vile and vicious man, the anti- 
christ, and will exalt him to the throne 
of the world.” 

WAR AGAINST CHRISTIANITY 

This missionary tells us a little of 
what they suffer at the hands of the 
Communist government. He says, “In 
May, 1919, Mr. Dyck, the president of 
our mission, went to Moscow to regis- 
ter our mission. He received the fol- 
lowing reply from the government: 
‘We should not allow you to work at 
all in this country, but rather shoot 
you, which will happen sooner or 
later. As soon as we have destroyed 
our armed foes, we will get you—you 
saints of God. You are our bitterest 
and most dangerous enemies. You are 
the worm that destroys the root of our 
growth and we will destroy you.’ At 
first we paid little attention to such 
threats, thinking them but empty 
sounds, but six months later Jacob 
Dyck and six other missionaries were 
killed while preaching the gospel. 
Shortly after, two other workers were 


; also slain.” Read Luke 21:12-17. 


Reading on, “THE WILD BEAST 
SPIRIT. 

“The antichrist is described in Rev. 
13:1, as the beast, or to give a more 
exact translation, the wild beast. Wild 
beast crave blood, and as this mission- 
ary says, ‘Communism cannot live 
without shedding human blood. At iis 
inception communism destroyed all 
people that belonged to a cultured or 
higher class of society. Now it is con- 
tinuously seeking and finding new vic- 
tims.’ At one time, when a number of 
his missionary friends had been slain, 
he was surrounded by a communist 


| mob. He started to preach to them and 


continued one entire evening. One of 
the mob became so moved by his 
preaching that he made the following 
confession: ‘On our way we set fire 
to a village, (it was a dark, cold, No- 
vember night). Lighted by the crim- 
son glare of the fire, the inhabitants 
fled in their night robes to. the or- 
chards, woods, and fields for protec- 
tion and refuge. We galloped after 
them and cut them with our sabers, 
grownups and children, without any 
discrimination. One family we hacked 
to pieces in their home, although one 
girl escaped and hid. 

“*When all noise ceased she came out 
of her hiding piace to see what had 
been done to her loved ones. When 
she saw their mangled corpses lying 
in a bloody heap on the floor, she 
threw herself upon them and em- 
braced them. A piercing shriek made 
me turn back again and go into the 
house. Seeing the girl still alive I de- 
cided to kill her also, and drew my 
sword, put she had gone mad. And 
when her fixed gaze met mine, my 
arms sank down and were rendered 
powerless. Leaving the house, I sent 
a companion to finish her, but he al- 
so came back unnerved, so we set fire 
to: the place and burned her alive.’” 
SUPPRESSION OF ALL RELIGION 

“Lenin, who is practically worship- 
ed all over Russia, declared, ‘Religion 
is one of the worst forms of spiritual 
oppression. Religion is a spiritual 
dope in which the slaves of capitalism

atheism.’ Lounatch, the last Com- 
missary tor Education, has gone a lit- 
tle farther than Lenin. He has declar- 
ed, ‘We hate Christians. Even the 
best of them must be regarded as our 
worst enemies. They preach love and 
pity for one’s neighbor, which is con- 
trary to our_ principles. Christian 
love is a hindrance to the development 
of the revolution. Down with love of 
one’s neighbor. What we want is 
hatred. We must know how to hate, 
for only at this price can we conquer 
the universe. We have done with kings 
of the earth, let us deal now with the 
kings of the sky. All religions are 
poison. They intoxicate and deaden the 
mind, the will and the conscience. A 
fight to the death must be declared 
upon religion. Our task is to destroy 
all kinds of religion, all kinds of mo- 
rality.’ ” 

Again we read, “In Russia every 
thought, every action is judged not by 
any ethics of right or wrong as we 
know these qualities, but solely from 
the standpoint of whether it is or is 
not contrary to the interest of the rul- 
ing party.” 

“THE POLITICAL POLICE OF 
RUSSIA” 

“*Behind the Communist party,’ 
says Mr. Titman, ‘stands the real life 
and death force of Russia—the G.P.U., 
or political police. The G.P.U. explains 
its actions to no one. It has the power 
to arrest, imprison, exile, and shoot 
without trial and without publicity. 
And it does all these things continual- 
ly in the course of the great hunt for 
counter-revolutionary activity — usu- 
ally at 2:00 a. m., the hour in Rus- 
sia for carrying off the suspected of 
being critical of the powers that be. 
When once a citizen has disappeared 
into the cells of the G.P.U. it is futile 
and dangerous to try to discover his 
whereabouts or whether he is living 
or dead. The G.P.U. march their vic- 
tims off to one of those enormous 
headquarters which I saw in different 
cities—and the rest is silence. Some- 
time a letter comes months or years 
afterwards from Siberia or the Arctic 
circle, often not even that.’” 

From the “Pentecostal World” we 
read, “FORERUNNER OF THE MARK 
OF THE BEAST LOOMS STRONG- 
ER.” The following account of the 
persecution of the Christians by the 
communist in Russia give evidence of 
a forerunner of the predicted mark of 
the beast. 

“An order given out by the govern- 
ment at Moscow stated that all who 
do not receive a mark in their right 
hand before the fall of 1930 will be 
put to death. No one can buy or sell 
without the mark. 

“In the town of Woleszyka, which 
is near the western border, eight in- 
dividuals were hanged recently while 
the music was playing. Their cries 
could be heard on the other side of the 
border and the bodies could be seen. 
The only charge against them was 
that they had refused to take the sign 
of communists. 

“The communists had applied red 
hot irons, burning the sickle emblem 
of communism deep into the chests of 
Chinese converts. This method of in- 
suring loyalty to the red flag is re 
ported from the Honan Province of 
China. 

“Russia is getting a foretaste of the 
great tribulation that is due at the 
close of this dispensation.”
